It has been said repeatedly by numerous observers, 


including architecture critic Robert Campbell 
FAIA, that increasingly over the past century we 
have experienced architecture not first-hand but 
through photography. As a result, it has been 
argued, our perception of buildings is shaped 
not only by the design skill of the architect 

but subsequently by the skills and biases of 
architectural photographers. 


On October 26, renowned architectural 
photographer Peter Vanderwarker explores 

this reality (or surreality) in the BSA Lecture 
Series at the Boston Public Library. Drawing on 


his own archives of architectural photographs, 


Vanderwarker describes how we experience 
architectural space and illustrates how architects 
and photographers exploit the laws of perspective 
and proportion to make our world look better — 
or at least different. He focuses particularly on 
the ways in which architecture makes its claim 

to size and proportion through the skills of the 
architect and the photographer. 


Honored for his work over the course of many 
years by the BSA and by the AIA nationally, 
Vanderwarker also has received grants from 

the NEA and The Graham Foundation; he has 
authored several books and his work has been 
exhibited often. He earned his architecture degree 
at the University of California/Berkeley and was 
named a Loeb Fellow at the Harvard Design 
School a decade ago. 


Vanderwarker's presentation on October 26, 
which is co-sponsored by the Loeb Fellowship 
Program, begins at 6:00 pm in the BPL’s Rabb 
Lecture Hall in Copley Square. There is no 
charge and all are welcome.

For 25 years, the BSA’s Task Force to End 
Homelessness has been addressing this most 
intractable of issues in collaboration with a variety of 
local and statewide private organizations and public 
agencies seeking solutions to the endemic challenge 
of homelessness in our state and beyond. 


The Task Force — which includes architects, 
engineers, contractors, landscape architects, and 
other industry allies — meets bimonthly at the BSA 
and is currently focusing on these efforts: 


& the development of a community design resource 


center being shaped by the BSA and the BAC; 


4 providing assistance to Project Teen LEEP, the 
Waltham-based business training program for 
former foster children (Shawmut Design and 
Construction is providing pro-bono construction 
services); 


4 work with Griffin House in Dorchester where a 
play space is being completed by Youth Build for 
the use of the women and children in residence; 


4 aiding in the renovation of the Captain's House at 


174 Highland Avenue; 


..and the need for assistance from numerous other 
sources continues to grow. 


In addition, the Task Force is revising its guide 

to “Meeting the Challenge of Homelessness” and is 
seeking editing and production assistance. The Task 
Force is also developing a set of listings for all the 
service providers in the city and is exploring other 
ways to strengthen the network of individuals and 
organizations addressing issues of homelessness.

OSHA, contractors...and 
architects? 


A new change in the Massachusetts public construc- 
tion laws (M.G.L. Chapter 30 and Chapter 139) 
requires contractors to certify that “all employees 

to be employed at the worksite” must have success- 
fully passed a 10-hour OSHA-approved course in 
construction safety and health, Based on the lan- 
guage and context of this statutory change, it does 
not appear to apply to the employees of architecture 
firms even if they are at the site full-time. 


Nevertheless, architects who spend time on con- 
struction sites should become familiar with OSHA 
safety and health training and should consider 
taking the 10-hour OSHA-approved course to 
which the law refers. (Some day, failure to have 
taken a course might even be considered a breach 
of the standard of care required of architects.) This 
would be particularly true for architects who serve 
as project managers or construction managers on 
public projects.

This 3.3% annual compound 
growth rate represents a notable increase in compen- 
sation considering that professional salaries in the 
U.S. economy grew by only 2.5% on average over 
the same period, according to U.S. Department 

of Labor figures. Other information found in the 
complete 2005 AIA Compensation Report includes 
an executive summary, detailed benefits information, 
position descriptions, and tables for various regions, 
states and metro areas. 


The 2005 AIA Compensation Report is researched 
and compiled by the AIA’s economics and market 
research department. Average compensation figures 
(and data on bonuses, profit-sharing, and other in- 
centives) are provided for architects, interns, and 
other graduates of architecture programs, as well as 
other professionals in design firms, including engi- 
neers, marketing personnel, drafters, and human 
resources and administrative support staff.

Analyst sees stronger economy 
for state's building industry 


What it describes as the “prolonged slump” in 
metropolitan Boston’s architecture market may be 
nearing an end, according to a survey report released 
in August by Tofias PC, the Cambridge certified 
public accounting and consulting firm. Tofias has 
been conducting its annual survey for two decades 
and the current edition reflects 2004 financial 
information supplied by approximately 20 local 
architecture firms. 


In 2004, according to Tofias, “the downward trends 
seen over the past three-plus years in key areas such 
as profit per direct hour and the direct labor utili- 
zation rate appear to have stabilized.” The report 
notes that the average billing rate for local design 
firms increased by nearly $3.00 per direct labor hour 
to a high of $88.39. This figure had been stagnant 
the previous two years, according to the report. 
Another positive trend identified in the survey is that 
the average firm was able to realize a direct-labor 
billing multiple of approximately three times direct 
labor, which is back up after a two-year slide. Tofias 
also notes that this is only the third year that this 
figure has exceeded 3.0 in the history of the survey.

Success in only seven months 


In January 2005, former BSA Membership Commit- 
tee chair Elizabeth Spelman, Assoc. AIA, of Steffian 
Bradley Architects, gathered together a group of six 
unlicensed designers to form a special study group to 


prepare for and take the ARE in only seven months. 
They call themselves the ARE Success Team. 


Seeking to revive the camaraderie that developed 
during the days when the ARE was offered only 
once a year, these six professionals pledged to take 
one exam every three weeks...and all six managed to 
stick together through this demanding schedule. In 
July, Brent Zeigler took the last section of the ARE 
and passed, making him the first ‘graduate’ of the 
ARE Success Team. Three more study groups have 
since been formed and are working their way toward 
completion of the ARE. 


The BSA is now providing funding and study ma- 
terials for additional ‘success teams’. Each group will 
be no more than 10 people who will work together 
to develop a schedule and exam-taking sequence. 
Each participant agrees to take all sections of the 
ARE as scheduled and also makes a commitment 

to check in with other members of the group until 


all team members have completed all sections of 
the ARE. The BSA provides study guides, access to 


preparatory workshops, and meeting space as needed.

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Members and allies respond to Gulf Coast devastation 


As we were immersed in television and newspaper 
accounts of the extraordinary suffering of our 
friends, family members, and neighbors in Louisiana, 
Alabama, Tennessee, Mississippi and most of the 
Gulf Coast in early September, | suspect we all also 
felt overwhelmed by the need for assistance to which 
few of us alone could respond in an immediate 

and effective way. Many of us — as emeritus BSA 
member James Mitchell AIA reported — turned to 
the Red Cross, the Salvation Army, and a variety 

of other well-known service organizations to which 
many of us responded with financial and other 
support. 


My colleagues on the BSA board of directors and I 
also were determined to respond in some meaningful 
way as quickly as possible. And, as we reported 

last month in a special e-mail to all members and
